Looking over a recent issue of 
" The Frat," the oflSdal publication 
of the National Fraternal Society of 
the Deaf, we are particularly pleased 
to note the wonderful progress of 
that organization. 

The satisfaction and pride in this 
great enterprise for the benefit of 
the deaf does not belong exclusively 
to those affiliated with the Society. 
It is, or should be, shared by all deaf 
citizens of the Utiited States, for it 
reflects considerable glory upon 
them, as it does also upon the 
schools that have educated them so 
efficiently that they have proved 
capable of such remarkable achieve- 
ment. 

When it was chartered, on the last 

day of December, 1907, the National 

Fraternal Society of the Deaf had 

530 members, with assets totalling 

$3,066.50. At that date the amount 

of insurance in force was $260,000. 

Eleven years later, on the last day 

of December, 191 8, the membership 

had reached 3640, the assets in hand 

being $179,305.25, and the amount 

of insurance aggregating $2,7 19.750. 

The benefits paid during this 

period amounted to $95.765 — 

death benefits $61,125, and sick and 

accident benefits $34,640. 

There are at this time seventy- 
two divisions, located in the several 
States, chiefly in the large centers of 
population, and new divisions are 
constantly being added. The Grand 
Division is located in Chicago. 

The foregoing outlines but a 
few important facts, because to 
fo into detail would occupy many 
oaivuntu of the Jouktvai.. 

The National Fraternal Society of 
the Deaf is conducted in the same 
manner and under the same restric- 
tions as other mutual benefit socie- 
ties. It is not the property nor the 
enterprise of a private clique. It 
asks no favors and seeks no exemp- 
tions under the law, but operates 
according to its charter which grants 
certain rights and privileges. It is 
surrounded by all legal safeguards 
and accef>ts and performs all legal 
reqtilrementa. Whatever errors 
were made at tiie outset, seventeen 
or eighteen years ago, were render- 
ed impossible a few years later. 

As an enterprise of the deaf, for 
the deaf, and by the deaf, it com- 
mends itself to all of US who labor 
under the handicap of deafness. 
Not only does it provide insurance, 
with a minimum policy of $250 and a 
maximnm of $3,000, but it brings 
yon sore friends wherever yon may 
reside. It protects your dependents 
and wins you the glad hand of fellow- 
ship with over three thotiaand men. 
It brings you into touch with 
rccreatitm centers and oficrs you a 
wholesome interest in life beyond the 
moaotoootts problems of toil and 
animal Mibatotcnoe. The Frats are 
not yoar enemies if you are not a 
member. As a matter of fact the 
roll of the National Association is 
largely aiade up of Prats. And|

We are fond of contrasting our 
own enlightened age with the darker 
periods, when people believed in 
strange powers, mainly of a diabolic- 
al nature, settled difficulties by 
single combat, regarded the course 
of things, as they knew them, as 
irrevocably fixed, accepted the dicta 
of speculative philosophers as truth 
from which there could l)e no pos- 
sible appeal, and had an expeditious 
way of disposing of individuals who 
were anxious for a peep into the 
workshop of nature, and who were 
not satisfied to accept statements on 
the authority of a xarhled Aristotle. 
Certain events that are taking place 
around us leads me to wonder wheth- 
er some of these satisfied people of 
the Middle Ages have not come back 
for the express purpose of combat- 
ting the condu.sious of long experi- 
ence and successful practice, as well 
as some of the means by which the 
conclusions of a generation of edu- 
cators of the deaf were reached. 

I feel I am right in assuming that 
every existing in.stitution has set 
against it some individual or organi- 
zation of individuals anxious to put 
it down. These individuals, for 
whom we good-naturedly endeavor 
to find an excuse by calling them 
•' well-meaning," proclaim loudly 
that they are acting in the interests 
of " humanity " -a statement that 
generally gains thorn a numhwr of 
adherents from among those whose 
emotions dominate their reason — 
and appear to be convinced that the 
cause of "humanity" can be fur- 
thered in no better way than i)y 
annihilating everything that tends 
to grace civilization, and l>y leading 
people back to the happy times when 
man wore the skin of wild animals, 
carried heavy clubs over their 
shoulders, and cha.sed the bear in 
primeval forests. 

Among these organizations is one 
that is making it its special object 
to have Government eliminate the 
sign language and its attendant 
' ' horrors ' ' from the schools for the 
deaf. When they speak of its 
horrors, they present us a picture of 
uncouth children abandoned to their 
fate, unable to hold their place in 
" society," au<l shunned everywhere 
because of the repellancy of their 
per.sonality begotten of the use of 
signs. 

That these people can .seriously 
ask us to accept such statements as 
true, proves that they have not the 
faintest notion of what really takes 
place in the combined schools, and 
their insLstence that, after all, 
oralism is prrxluctive of the best re- 
jinlts, is simply proof of mendacity, 
or of profound ignorance on their 
part of the fact that the combined 
method has produced the very finest 
specimens of the deaf that exist on 
the earth to-day, j 

The assertions of i"- o.ali.stsare, 
in themselves, of little moment, but 
a danger lies in the pressure that 
they intend to bring to bear ujion 
legislative iKxlies, who might not 
hesitate, in their ignorant vanity, to 
dictate to expert educators what 
methods they are to -'• — ••- in their 
classes. 

There is no legitii son for 

oralism to go into j,( ,r to in- 

fluence legislation. Metliods of edu- 
cation of the deaf are not fit sut;jects 
for legislation. Nobody has the 
sHghte.st objection to the oralist reap- 
ing the advantages of his method, so 
long as he does .so in the natural 
course of things, and the oralist 
would command the Cf of 

the public much more n • dly 

if he took this fair position. But, 
of course, such frank a-d reasonable 
attitude would not .serve the policy 
of the clique of oralism. 

These ;. grasping U-adTs, ] 

are not content with the adv 
that come sr>ontaneou8ly < 
I 'JUS ; but they see 

iu w.T. r,,. ..„.,., .J an opportunity to 
force, by legislation, artificial and 
exorbitant acquisitions of power and 
tribute, u.sing as their club that most 
df rpicable of all weapons— the hopes 
and fears of parental love for an 
afflicted child. And to cloud their 
real motives and real purposes, they 
parrot their claims to altrui.sm and 
philanthropy with l)eautiful in- 
stances where they cheerfully, heroic- 
ally and unselfishly gave their ser- 
vices for the good of suffering 
humanity. It is the same old tale, 
and told in the same language that 
has been borrowed from the evan- 
gels of Voltaism from its inception 
down to the present day ; and it was 
concoted in the inner sanctum of 
the Oralist Clique, where all their 
political campaigns have been laid 
out and all tbeir slates made up 
from the time when the A.4sociation, 
looking around for new worlds to 
c<.>nquer, decided to lay its tenacies 
on State and Nat i' vrnnients, 

and to attempt by of law to 

compel all the schools for the deaf 



It is a shame to puncture the 
beautiful philanthropic bubble, but 
truth compels me to point out that 
it is chiefly legislation for the pur- 
pose of creating work for the oralist. 
It really is a painful thing to ppeak 
a1)Out in the presence of such a 
"touching" picture, but the plain 
facts are the scheme turns out to be 
just the same as any other political 

heme— its purpose is the making 
^f jobs for the oralists, and giving 
political patronage into the hands of 
its advocates. While it is quite 
possible the State elementary schools 
could manage to hold out under a 
pure oral basis with more or less un- 
certain and un.satisfactory results, it 
is an absolute fact, born of hard ex- 
perience, that Gallaudet College 
could notmaintain its high standards, 
nor could it long survive, without 
the sign language lieing used in its 
curricnlum. I have been through 
all methods and .systems, and I 
ought to know.

During the past four years the 
the student of history has had before 
him the vivid realization of what 
actually constitutes a war. The 
gold braid and brass band idea has 
})een swept away, and thehard.ships, 
privations and sufferings of the men 
in khaki have l>een depicted in 
cartoon, rhyme and story. History, 
gleaned from the typed page, con- 
tains little of the fire which is im- 
parted by contact with the original 
sta^e and the men who so gallantly 
acted their parts. In the present 
war our vision has been somewhat 
dimmed by the remoteness of the 
conflict. It is most profitable, how- 
ever, to reflect the newer light just 
gained, uf)on historical events of the 
past ; thereby realizing a truer signi- 
ficance of their meaning. 

The Maryland State School fdrthe 
Deaf is most assuredly located on 
hallowed ground. Here were heard 
the roar of guns during the Revolu- 
tionary War, the War of 18x2, and 
the Civil War. Braddock Heights, 
of Colonial times, loom before us ; 
and here is found the birthplace of 
Admiral Winfield Scott Schley of 
Spanish War fame. 

The letter published herewith tells 
an interesting .story. General Fran- 
cis Vinton Greene is well known as a 
soldier, historian, and writer of 
Military and Engiceering Texts. 
He was attached to the staff of the 
Ivmperor of Russia during that 
nation's war with Turkey ; and dur- 
ing the Spanish-American War he 
commanded the Second Kxpedition 
to the Pliilippines, ranking as Major- 
General. Hut it is as a staunch 
friend of the deaf that we know him 
best, and as such, we should consider 
it a privilege indeed to extend to 
him a most hearty welcome to 
Frederick.

Drar Mr. Bjorlkb :— I was glad 
to get your letter and to look over 
your Jubilee number. I congratu- 
late you on your appointment as 
Principal of the Maryland School, 
and wish you a successful career 
there, 

I .should like immensely to have 
you meet me at Baltimore and run 
me out to Frederick, and then to 
I/cesburg, Monocacy, and Point of 
Kocks, and then to Berlin, and 
Harper's Ferry, and then to Gettys- 
burg, to look at my father's statue 
thereon Culp's Hill — for In 1863, on 
June 27th, ray thirteenth birthday, I 
crossed the Potomac at I^ee's Ferry, 
marching in the Army of and from 
the Potomac, as a visitor to my 
father. He left me at Frederick 
securely locked up in the house of a 
friend and very rebellious. I was 
there for three or four years, during 
which the Barbara Fretchie incident 
occurred, although I did not know it. 
The friend whom my father left nie 
in k was a New Yorker, a 

cen tor connected with the U. 

S. vSanitary Commission which play- 
ed much the part in the Civil War 
that the Red Cross plays now. I 
am sorry I cannot remember his 
name. He occupied a hou.se in the 
iral x>art of the town, on the main 
' et. I think the hou.se was 35 
feet wide, three stories high, painted 
white, with three or four .steps at the 
front door. I kept a boyish diary 
which was lately resurrected, but 
now has been mislaid. I read it a 
few months ago. 

On June 28th, Hooker was march- 
ing towards Harper's i^erry and the 
1 2th Army Corps was a little west of 
Frederick. Hooker was relieved 
that evening by Meade who called 
his Generals together fo advise them 
of 'T attended 

the . >ted till mid- 

night, and there learned that a battle 
was inevitable within a few days. 
It was this which led him to shut me 
up in Frederick, as we marched 
throuph aboitt eight o'clock on the 
: e 29th My father 
,-ing nie from Getty.s- 
Irtirg, but aiwut July ^th, I rejoined 
him at Berlin and marched (rode; 
with the army through Harper's 
Ferry and on to the Rapidan, at 
lily's Ford. 

You ' ;;ine that I should 

like to r( . -derick and vicinity 

after fifty-five years ; but it is out of 
(he question just now, for I am work- 



ing for the Government nine hours 
every day, and can not possibly leave 
leave here. Another year, perhaps, 
I may come. 

In a few days I will send you the 
book about my father's Gettysburg 
statue. If you have not seen the 
battle field at Gettsyburg, you 
should do so ; there is nothing like 
it in the world. In my " Revolu- 
tionary War," pages 127 to 131, 
you will find something about the 
" Convention Troops," part of whom 
occupied your barracks 140 years 
ago.

nie-w Theory aa to How fVe Hear 



The theory of hearing which we 
all learned at school is that of 
Helniholiz, liy which the internal 
ear is a sort of mechanical piano 
with resoiiatiu!^ strings almost 
iHi(!roscopical In size and some 
16,000 in number. Each strinjf or 
set ol' siriiif^fM was HupposH<l io vi- 
brate when its sympathetic note en- 
tered the oar and to transmit its 
viltrations to its nerve fllire 

Sir Thomas Wrightson, the fam 
OUH English physiciin, hits another 
theory which lie and Piof. Arthur 
Keilh have just i)rpsont('d fn the 
Royal Society of Meilicino. Prof. 
Keilh said the only troulile with 
Helmholtz's theory was that, al- 
though the strintfH wore there, they 
could not by any possibility vibrate. 

The innermost part of tlie ear 
from which the nerves of hearing 
run to the brain is the cochlea, a 
spiral tube in hard bene. This is 
full of fluid an<l is divided into two 
large canals and one small canal, 
Al its larger end it is closed by a 
membrane against which is set u 
tiny Htiriup-sliaiied bone called the 
stapes, which articulates with the 
other little hones, the outermost 
one of which lies l)ehiiHl tlie ear- 
drum. When a sound wave strikes 
the ear-drum this vibrates and com 
mnnicates its motion to the b.')nes, 
the leverage and the fluid wiihin 
miilliplyiiig the for(;e nileen times. 

In the small canal of the cochlea 
is a minute ridge called the <iri(an 
ol Colli, microscopic exaniinaiion 
of which shows it to have many 
elastic cells, each carrying a cres- 
cent-shaped groui) of fine hairs 
Tliese cells are Sfl on ihe basilar 
membrane, part of which is elastic. 
Their free ends touch the fixed tec- 
torial inemliiano The liasilar 
membrane tapers in breadth from 
nothing at the outer end to a 
maximum at the top of the spiral. 
Onequarter of its breadth through- 
out its length is highly elastic, Ihe 
remaining throequaiters are rigid. 

To the Inner edge of the rigid 
zone are attached the inner legs of 
the Corti arches, and the outer le^js 
rest as a pivot on the sloping edge 
of the tapered aperture to which the 
elastic zone is attached. When the 
stapes hone moves to and fro under 
the pressure of sound waves, it 
coniinuni(!ates its motion to the 
fluid within and the apex of the 
Corti " arch moves transversely to 
and fro. 

According to Sir Thomas Wright- 
son, this motion of the apices of the 
arches increases as it ascends the 
spiral and sets the little hairs bend- 
ing like semaphores. The four 
phases of movement of each hair 
reach the brain by some process, 
which he suggested might well be 
that n nerve current always passed 
through Ihe point where the lips of 
the hairs touched Ihe lectorium in 
some such way as in the micro- 
phone, where an electric current 
passing through a circuit in which a 
slender point of contact is 8ul>jected 
to the varying pressures of a sound 
wave, this sound wave is transform 
ed into an electric wave. " The 
means l>y which sucdi transmission 
rises int<j consciousness," he added, 
"God alone knows. "—A^. F. Worhl.

Not a few recent gradu- 
ates have been apprentioe<l to 
trades. The Bureau is open every 
oioruing from 9 to 10. 

The Society's Bureau of Legal 
Advioe, interpretation, social ser- 
vice, are on duty all the time, 
'here are constantly a number of 
cases -in which the aid of an inter- 
preter is required.
